AM ILLINOIS PARKIER. 

John T. Alexander, the Cattle 
King'. 

We frequently see accounts in the 
papers of men who are noted for 
their genius, talents, and whatoter 
they may have accomplished above 
the average of men generally. We 
sec notices of miners and farmers in 
California, in Texas, and in other 
States, who have done big things. 
We see notices of men who have 
grown rich in manufacturing and 
real estate speculations in the East 
and elsewhere. Scarce a paper that 
does not puff somebody for some 
wonderful feat in some direction. 

We do not recollect to have seen 
any notice in the papers of one of 
the greatest men the country has 
produced. We mean John T. Al- 
exander, of Morgan County, who 
commenced business for himself 
with little capital or other advan- 
tages above the aveiage of men. He 
is a plain, homespuu farmer — tall, 
good looking, free and easy in man- 
ners, without the least particle of 
style in words or acts. 

It is interesting to watch the 
movements of such a man at Spring- 
field or Chicago, amono the popin- 
jays and self-constituted leaders of 
society who are greatly elevated in 
their own conceit. Mr. Alexander 
has been farming in Illinois a good 
many years, and has been very 'suc- 
cessful. His farms now comprise 
about .'iO.000 aces, mostly under im- 
provement. This is about one town- 
ship and a half, about nine miles 
square, and all good land. He has 
now 5,000 acres of growing corn, 
and from 1,500 to 2,000 of grass. 

He is now feeding about 10,000 
head of cattle, and buys and ships 
East from Chicago from 1,00 to 
2,000 head each week, He has ris- 
en to this great prominence by his 
own talent, energy and integrity. 
His business each and every year 
amounts to millions of dollars, and 
is entirely legitimate, adding to 
his own wealth and the cemmon 
welfare of the State. 

We may, at some other time, give 
in more detail, a history of Mr. Al- 
exander and his operations — not 
that he needs any such notice, but 
as an example to the young to go 
and do likewise, instead of going in- 
to stores and offices to avoid soiling 
their fingers, with the notion that 
farming is not so genteel and profi- 
table. 

We may do so for another rea- 
son, and that is the fact, that the 
poung, as well as the older people, 
nowadays get their notions of things 
generally from the newspapers — the 
papers, for some reason or other — 
perhaps the force of ciroumstaiices 
more than anything else have much 
to say of manufacturers,; lawyers, 
preachers, bankers, and other pro- 
fessional and trafficking characters, 
but very little to say of farming and 
larmers. We think it profitable to 
present, as an offset to about ten 
thousand politicians and other char- 
acters who occupy the columns of 
news, one such man as John T. Al 
exander.

The figures and horses being 
life size, it tilled up the whole space 
between the two windows, and the 
horses were concealed behind the 
old-fashioned Yenetian looking- 
glass, while Phu-bus himself, six 
feet high, looked by day and by 
night on his mistress at her toilette.

Gilmartin had in bis room an 
old Harper Ferry musket, shoiteu 
ed to the length o. a carbiue. which 
he kept loaded for any IWiiaonnj 
of this kind. Taking this in his 
hand he proceeded to the window, 
discerning in the dim light the form 
of a man just in the act ot cliinbinn- 
unon the sill, the lower half of the 
sash having been removed.

The report aroused the other in- 
mates of the house and some of the 
neighbors, and for a minutes a 
scene of the wildest excitement pre- 
vailed. I'pon going to the spot the 
man was found where he fell in the 
expiring agonies of death.

A physician 
was immediately sent for, and the 
still breathing man was taken into 
the house. The physician soon ar- 
rived, but nothing could he done, 
and he died within a few minutes. 
After being shot he neither spoke 
nor gave any sign of consciousness. 
The ball, which was a large one. en- 
tered the right eye and passed en- 
tirely through the head, emerging 
at the back side. The head torn 
and ma:igled, presented a shocking 
spectacle. 

The police were immediately noti- 
fied of the affair, and Sargent Kene- 
dy, with several menropnired to the 
house. Mr. .G.lmartin was taken 
into custody without any resistance 
and confined in a cell at the Central 
Station, to be held until an official 
investigation of the affair can be 
had. He is known as an innocent 
and inoffensive old gentleman. He
